MOTION TO EXTEND TO TIME 

Pursuant to Fed. R. Civ. P. 6(b)(1), defendant moves for an extension of time to file his 
reply to plaintiff's opposition to defendant's dispositive motion, to and including March 10, 
2008. His reply is presently due on February 22, 2008. Defendant has attempted unsuccessfully 
to consult with plaintiff concerning this motion. However, defendant believes that plaintiff will 
not object to this motion. The reason for this request is as follows:

If this is not possible, defendant will review the records relating to the entry of individuals into 
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the building during the relevant period and provide that information. In either case, additional 
time to reply is required.
